PERFECT DEVICE 


FOR USE AGAINST 


THE SUBMARINES 


TASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Washington, .Jan. 22.—The "non- 


ricochet" shell, a weapon as deadly 
as the depth charge, is the newest 
device perfected by the" riav.y ord- 
nance '.experts for- use against Ger- 
man submarines. 
The new . shell dives .when it 


strikes' the -surface of the water in- 
stead of bouncing as do the ordinary 
missiles used Itf either naval or coast 
defense .artillery. 
In 'addition, 


through the use of a new fuse, the 
charge can be made to explode on 
contract with a solid surface under 
the water or at a pre-determined 
depth. The value of the latest anti- 
submarine weapon lies in the fact 
that shots which fall slightly short 
will be of as much effect as those 
•which register direct hits.. Pursuing 
its course -beneath the water, -the 
shell will explode against the side.of 
the submerged submarines. Similar- 
ly, when these shells are aimed at a 
periscope of a sub'roarine, headed 
bow-on, there is a material increase 
in the chances that an over-shot will 
take effect .somewhere along tlie 
hull.

den the publication of details of the 
invention, but it is known that the 
British and French admiralties also 
have adopted it

We, the members of the Finance 


Committee, after a study of public 
finances of local affairs, (for we are 
amateur financiers), are impressed 
with the serious condition which con- 
fronts this taxing district of 
which 


this City is a part, in the matter ot 
issuing bonds for 
public 
improve- 


ments. 
Owing to the conditions of 


war now prevailing, the unavoidable 
issuance of billions of dollars worth 
of bonds by the United States Gov- 
ernment and more bonds to be issued 
soon, and the placing of man mil- 
lions of non-taxable bonds and stocks 
on the market; we think the issu- 
ance of more bonds, at this time, by 
the City is hardly 
advisable. 
The 


recent failure of the city school and 
county taxing districts, to sell bonds 
bearing interest at the rate of 5 
per cent would 
indicate 
that 
all 


bonds under the present conditions, 
to be attractive to ' buyers 
should 


bear at least 0 per cent or more in- 
terest; and 
we 
recommend 
that 


bonds" issues in contemplation be de- 
ferred until the war is over and they 
can be sold at a rate of interest not 
in excess of 5 per cent. In the mat- 
ter of the contemplated issuance of

They must not 
come into council asking permission 
to borrow money at the high ratas of 
interest to make a deficiency good 
which has been made by lavish expen- 
ditures. 
This is imperative. 


Wages of City Employes. 


The wages of some of the 
City 


employes have been increased, oth- 
ers have not. Your committee will 
not at this time go into a discussion 
of the matter except to say that some 
salaries are below the standard. All 
increases must be deferred until it 
is known that there will be money 
without borrowing 
to 
pay 
them. 


When these matters come up for dis- 
cussion your committee will jtake 
first into consideration the 
poorest 


paid laborers in the City servics. We 
expect if possible to report further 
regarding increases on wages Febru- 
ary 4th.

CONGRESS HEARS 


ANNUAL REPORT OF 


FEDERAL RESERVE 


USSOClATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Washington, Jan. 22.—Effect 
of 


credit expansion on the general rise 
of prices, and the part the American 
people can play in counteracting in- 
flation by war time economies, were 
emphasized today by the federal re- 
serve board in its annual report to 
congress 
Explaining 
that 
even 
though 


credit expansion is not entirely re- 
sponsible for increase in prices, the 
board says, it regards it as one of 
its most important duties to pre- 
vent, as far as practicable, expan- 
sion of banking credit from running 
an uncontrolled course. 


"Goods and credit," says the re- 


port, "must be saved to the utmost 
of our ability in order to check the 
upward movement of prices and in 
order to free for the use of the gov- 
ernment the goods and savings re- 
quired for the winning of the war." 


The present condition of a greatly 


expanded currency will be improved, 
the board believes, as the public per- 
forms its duty of absorbing the gov- 
ernment loans out of savings 
Be- 


fore the third Liberty Loan, the re- 
port adds, federal 
reserve 
banks 


must reduce their investments 
to 


strengthen reserves, and avoid fur- 
ther expansion that has accompanied 
the last two 
Liberty 
loans. 
The 


board does not say specifically how 
it proposed to do this. 


Among the many effects of the 


war on the money market, the board 
explained that one of the most pro- 
nounced Jiad been the effort of cer- 
tain interests to have the federal re- 
serve system absorb 90-day notes or 
other short term papers 
accepted 


with the privilege of repeated renew- 
als. 
The board had persistently op- 


posed any such effort to destroy li- 
quidity of the banks' 
assets 
on 


which the system was based, the re- 
port says, but it admitted that the 
difficulties of private and corporate 
financing was so great as to justify 
action by congress. 


The most serious problem corpo- 
rate financing has been removed by 
government operation 
of railroads, 


says the board's report, but the sit- 
uation is still serious. 


"The 
board, therefore, 
respect- 


fully suggests early consideration by 
congress of the problem of corporate 
financing in the belief that no satis- 
factory solution will be found that 
does not involve some degree of gov- 
ernmental intervention. 
The board 


is of the opinion that some plan for 
government intervention or aid can 
he worked out which would meet 
thp requirements of the 
situation 


satisfactorily." 


Referring to the enormous strain 


on finances during the past year of 
the government's war loans, and to 
the aid given by the federal reserve 
system, the report says: 


•"The federal reserve note will 


more speedily attain 
the 
position 


originally intended for it—from be- 
ing an occasional 
emergency 
cur- 


rency used to supplement deficiencies 
in the supply of other existing forms 
of currency, it is becoming the most 
important constituent of our circu- 
Jating medium, responding promptly 
and naturally to currency 
require- 


ments from whatever source proceed- 
ing, thus giving to our whole cur- 
rency a kind and degree of elasticity 
it has never before possessed " 


Earnings of the 12 federal 
re- 


serve banks in 1917 were reported as 
$15,800,000 gross, and $11,200,000 
net, with declared dividends of about 
$6,800,000. 
The boards expenses 


have been a little less than $250,000 
and the cost of administering the 
gold settlement fund has been only 
$3,500 or 1 1-3 cents per $1,000. 


The* entrance of state banks and 


trust companies during the year 
strengthened 
the system 
greatly, 


says the report 
Although the gold 


reserves increased 
enormously in 


quantity, the proportion of reserves 
to deposits fell in proportion to the 
expansion of credit. 


No radical amendments of the re- 


serve act are suggested, although a 
few minor changes are recommended. 
They include: 


Election of directors 
of reserve 


banks by a simpler method; provis- 
ion for printing bigger denomination 
of federal reserve notes; provision 
for incorporation of foreign 
trade 


banks under federal reserve charter 
and permission for national banks 
to establish branches in their cities.
